The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 18th June 1949 relate to 179 towns 
with an tj etiolated population of 23,079 thousands. Thv 
total number of towns is 213 and thoir population is 25,943 
thousands. Tims 84% of the total numbor of towns represent- 
ing 8 ( *% of the total population is covered in this statement. 
The number of births and deaths recorded in these towns 
were 12,336 and 8,113 representing birth and death rates of 
27 8 and 18-3 per thousand of population respectively. 

(A) Provinces . — The data hero relate to 160 towns with 
an estimated population of 21,046 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 189 and their population is 23,320 thou- 
sands. Thus 85% of the total number of towns representing 
90% of the total population is covered. The number of births 
and deaths reoorded in those towns wore 11,149 and 7,596
